Of 
the twenty-one fires thirteen of the 
houses only were insured. 

One determined attempt at arson 
was made by a Chinese coolie who wae 
arrested on January 10, and charged 
with attempting to wet fire to certain 
premises after baying smeared kerosene 
oil over the window sill and set it on 
fire. The coolie was sentenced to two 
months’ imprisoument.
